PuTBuant to the instructions of Csptain W. P. QANNAlttI, 
SUBJECT was interTieued by the undersigned officers and the folloHing 
report sulmitted. 

SUBJECT, i*i<ywas bom in Poland, resides at 5930g La Vista Drive 
with his wife. JU8MA. t*io is Russian bom. Iheir telephone number is 
TA3-g219. '' He is ei^ployed as a packer at SAN(ffiR-HAHRIS DEPARMKNT STORE 
and she, as a draftsman at the DALLAS FOW & LIGHT CCNPANI. 

MRS. HELLER stated that she and GEORC£ BOUHK went to a small 
party at the residence of PETER GREGORI in Fort Worth during the summer 
of 1962, where they met LEE HARVEY and MAiONA OSWALD. She and BOUHE 
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after that to take them food and clothing. OSWALD became very belliger- 
ent on these occasions, saying that he didn't need or want help from 
anyone. MRS. MELLSR also said that she saw the book, "CAPITAL", which 
was written by KARL lUSX, during one of these visits at OSWALD'S house 
and became very worried about It. SUBJECT said he checked with the FBI 
and they told him that OSWALD was all right. 

^ stated that a friend of his, MRS. CUNNINC2IAM with the 

uusAS BrarLOmcjNT CCSiHISSION, helped OoviaLD get a job with a photo 
engraving company In Dallas in October of I962. When SUBJECT told 
OSWALD that he should thank her for getting him the job, he said, "Why 
should I thank anyone for getting me a job iriiere I only make Si. 25 an 
hour." 

On or about November 5, 1962, MARINA telephoned MRS. MELLSR and 
told her that LEE HARVEY had beat her up and she had left him. MRS^ 
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MKTiT i KR invited her to stay at her home for a few days. On November 11, 
1962, MARINA left the HELLERS and went to stay at the residence of 
DEGLAJI FORD. 


SUBJECT stated that the last time he and his wife saw the OSWALDS 
was at a party on December 28, lp62, at the DECLAN FORD residence. 
GEORGE de MOHEEUSCHILDT had brought the OSWALDS to the party. 

MR. and MRS. KELLER both felt that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had a 
serious psyohologioal problem. They did not know JACK RUBY.
